2. Claims 11-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for allowable subject matter: 

The prior art of record, Singh et al. does not teach or suggest a noise power- 
calculating unit for calculating an electric power corresponding to a noise component 
contained in said demodulated signal based on said demodulated signal and outputting 
a noise power signal corresponding to a result of said calculation; a weighting factor- 
calculating unit for calculating a weighting factor for a branch metric based on said noise 
power signal and said transmission channel characteristic corresponding to said 
subcarrier component that is output from said interpolation filter unit; and a decoding 
unit for decoding said demodulated signal based on said weighting factor.
